As you can see from the attached letter, I have taken the liberty 

of using your name as reference in a letter of application made to 
the Defense Language Institute (DLI). Under the circumstances, I 

hope this meets with your approval. 


In filing an application for a summer-time position with DLI, as 
well as certain civilian universities, I am furthering a plan I 
developed last year for teaching winter-times in Paris and summers 
in the U.S.A. I would much prefer to teach at DLI than ina 
civilian school because the former is more in line with my work 

at the Ecole Militaire. Your support in this venture will very 
definitely be appreciated. 


Another matter has recently arisen which I believe may be of 

personal interest to you, namely that a group of members from the 
Centre des Hautes Etudes Militaires (C.H.E.M.) and a similar group 
from the Centre des Hautes Etudes de 1'Armement (CHEAr) are due in 
the Pentagon in late April-early May to begin a two-week tour of 

the U.S.A. The two groups are traveling separately and have indepen- 
dent itineraries in the U.S.A. I mention all this because I feel 
that some of the senior members of the committees are probably 
friends of yours and you may want to take the opportunity to renew 
friendships. 


Whereas it is an all-French show and is being arranged through the 
French Embassy, Washington, the American Embassy, Paris, is functioning 
in an advisory capacity. I am in the picture because the French have 
asked me to give a 12 to 16 hour orientation to each group and to 

help members brush-up their English. I must say there is a great amount 
of enthusiasm and everyone is looking forward to the trip with much 
anticipation. 
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Your name comes up frequently among the French I meet at ceremonies 
and other affairs and I am convinced that should you ever decide 

to retire and live in France, you can pretty much write your own 
ticket. How does Préfet of Greater Paris strike you ? 


This letter will find you in good health, I hope, and enjoying 
your new assignment.
